Okl-Fonhloiien Birch Canoes. 


The canoe has become so popula 


among sportsmen and tourists, writo 
a Bangor, Mo., correspondent to th 
J\'iiw York Sun, that the building o 
this light and graceful craft has grow 
to be an important industry in Maine 
especially on the Penobscot river. Jac 
Darling of Lowell, a famous hiiute 
and guide, and an adept at buildin 
the birchen craft, says that when a 
tho work of getting the materials from 
tho woods and putting them togothe 
in proper shape is considered, f;l5 i 
not t, big price for a canoe. Timo wa 
when tho big birch trees wero to b' 
found near by, and clear straight ceda 
was at hand in plenty, so that the ma 
terials for a canoe wero easily obtained 
Nowadays tho birches are from fifty to 
ono hundred miles from the up-rivei 
towns, and two suitable trees are sol 
dom found withiu sight of each other, 
while tho cedar is also distant. 


All bark for canoes como from the 


whito birch's outer coating, tho inner 
side of which in winter has a reddish- 


is preferred because it is tougher, am 
because of tho opportunity afforded by 
i!s brown coat tor tracing various de- 
signs with a knife. 
The canoe-builder 


foils a white birch, which is at least 
ono foot in diameter eighteen feet from 
tho butt, allowing it to fall across somo 
small logs to keep it from the ground, 
ind then strips off tho outer bark. The 
bark is hard to handle, curling-up in, 
eccentric coils, and must bo warmed or 
toasted over a fire before it cau bo 
straightened out and rolled up proper- 
y. 
Tho bark and a lot of clear, 


straight cedar are carried from, tho 
woods .to tlio buildiug-yard iu canoes 
or boats. At the yard, stakes aro 
driven into tho ground iu tbe shape of 
a canoe, and tho bark, after more toast- 
'ng, is fitted to tho frame. 
Next tho 


tunwales, strips of spruce and cedar, 
iro shaved out and fastened to the top 
ids of tho bark with copper nails. 
Then the whole inside of tho bark is 
ined with lenghtwiso strips of cedar, 
md over those about fifty transverse 
Limbers of tho same material 
aro 


jprung In, their ends being secured un- 
ler the gunwales, All outs made in 
bringing the bark to the required shape 
-ire sowed up with strips of cano and 
rnmmed over with a mixture of oil and 
•osin. Ash thwarts, very narrow, are 
fitted, and strips of tough canvass are 
fined over the lap of tha bark at each 
harp end, and tho canoo is dono. With 
wo smoothly shaved, widebladod pad- 
dles of poplar, maple, or ash, she iu 
•eady for service. 


If tho canoo is intended for deep 


filer, where thero is a sea, she is 
asliioned deep; if for small lake and 
rout streams, she is shallow.
